Regarding renumbered claims 1 and 10, Prior Art fails to disclose after being physically 
installed, the network element to be installed searching the frames received by means of the 
telecommunication connections for the bi-directional communication control channels of the 
groups and identifying free groups by means of the bi-directional communication channels found 
and the network element transmitting over the bi-directional communication channel of the 
group its identification information and hardware information to the base station controller, 
wherein the base station controller comparing the identification information with the 
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identification information about the allowed network elements, and when the identification 
information is allowed, accepting the network element in combination with other limitations set 
forth in the respective claims.
